A Move to Moderation 



The lof^ end hard campaign 
WN* Dwnoeroktc nonnlnatlons In 
nm Tuesdoy't Ouly II primary 
•fiction It nearing a close. It 
hdt stirred memories, focused 
attention on the present and 
awakened many to the bright 
future of greater Virginia 
Beach. 

What Is going on, although 
unknown to some who still live 
In the past. Is a political re- 
formation which is giving the 
Democratic party In Virginia 
Beach a moderate tone. The 
Administration Team reflects 
that tone In Its makeup. The 
opposing United Candidates 
group Is more liberal.

The death this weekofS. Paul 
Brown, vice-mayor of Virginia 
Beach, is a loss to the entire 
city as well as Princess Anne 
Borough, which he primarily 
served before Princess Anne 
County Joined with Virginia 
Beach in 1963. 

Mr. Brown's strong convict- 
Ions, insistence on honesty and 
fairness in government and 
"common sense" approach to 
government earned liim much 
respect from his friends and 
colleagues, and from both his 
rural and urban constituents. 

While his concern was pri- 
marily with rural problems for 
many years, he took the time to 
learn of needs in other areas of 
greater Virginia. Beach and do 
Ms part to solve them. 

His passing was not entirely 
unexpected because he had been

Merrill has continued bearing 
down on Mr. Etheridge, a pre- 
cinct- level fight for control of 
the City Democratic Committee 
has moved quietly along. 

Anyone who leaves their pro- 
vincial cocoon long enough to 
\earn what is happening in 
greater Virginia Beach, can see 
/change has been constant and 
restrained under the present 
political leadership for quite 
a few years. 

Highways and public utilities 
programs, on. which any city 
must build, are oippearing as a 
result of basic planning done 
years ago through the coopera- 
tion of officials at City Hall 
and others.

As a group, those candidates 
reflect a iroad range of ages, 
philosophies, religions. Inter- 
ests, backgrounds and abilities.

Particularly on problems of 
air pollution, broader educat- 
ion, mass transportation, mun- 
icipal-state financing and other 
regional problems which must 
be tackled now to make the 
future safer and more orderly.

"The necessary force" is the 



way I think the laws read. These 
men know the limits of necess- 
ary force, but whey do they not 
use it?

TOs week's Sun Report is a r^wrt on a report— the m<Hiiiil]r 
Virginia Busings Index Report published by the Bureau of 
Business Research at the College of William and Mary. Gilbert 
C. Jones is ^e director. 

Here Is the latest, for the month of May, as tt was published: 

May 196? in comparison to May 1966 can be classified ai a 
good month for business in Virginia. 



Retail sales were up 3.7 per cent in the May 1967 to May 1986 
comparison. This comparison is a very valid onefbr the fbllow- 
ing reasons: In both years the month had four Saturdays. In 
both years the temperatures were unseasonally low for the 
month. In both years Memorial Day was observed in a variety 
of ways from incr^ised promoticms to stores tbiX m^^ be 
cl(»ed. However, to complete the comparison for retail sales 
it is necessary to note that ttie gain recorded for May over tlie 
same period in 1966 fell short of the seven per c«it gain re- 
corded for the nation a;^ rqwrted by the U. S. Department of 
Commerce. 

Car Registrations Up 

New Car Registration la May posted the first gain experienced 
this year by the indicator— up 21 per cent. However, this gain wis 
not enough to put this indicator ahead in the cumulative 1967 to 
1966 comparison. 1967 to date, finds new car registr^ions do«a 
from the <ame period in 1966 by approdmately 17 per wA and ^1 
cities covered by ttieliKlexareoff Inthis cumulative comptrisoii. 



Building permits for the month of May were iqp apfffoximateljr 
13 per cent in the State average but many oi die major cities 
in the State posted minu^i figures and some cities, /tor ^ mootliy 
are below the figures for the same month in Qie base year. 
For 1967 to date, building permits are down approximately 8 
per cent from 1966. Throu^ May, the availability and cost d 
mortgage money continued to improve. However, in June tbe 
cost of long term fUnds in the New York money market b^^an to 
rise again which may bode ill for theftiture availability and cost 
of mortgage money. 



The Outlook 



Two bctors of immediate importance— both negative, whidi 
confront file business commuidty are the plan to raise the federal 
income tax and the threat of strikes particularly in the anto 
industry. T%e consumer's reaction to the former will be an 
important element in determining the future p-oqiects for the 
remainder of tbe year especially for consumer durable goods.

Has Food, 
Pair Play

Idayboase is open, and If en-

The SUge Door 
Dlmer Pla]1>ouse Is b^utiftilly 
aptwi^ed, and a far cry from 
the old GUded Cage Club that 
it now occupies. The service is 
excelleiU and the food is out- 
standing. It is worth just seeing 
ttie tiieatre-dining room and be- 
ing treated to a delightful even- 
ing. 

The presentation of Muriel 
Resnlk's weak bedroom comedy, 
"Any Wednesday," as an open- 
ing production was perhaps not 
as good as we can expect in 
the future, but the production 
had its moments and was en- 
Joyed by the audience. 



The play is one of the latest 
in the long line of sex comedies 
that don't have very much today. 
It has some very funny lines 
in the general course of action, 
but most of the funniest lines 
are dropped in, almost com- 
pletely out of context. 

The story concerns a business 
tycoon who has bought his young 
girlfriend's co-op apartment as 
his company's "executive 
suite", thus making it tax de- 
ductible. He visits the suite 
every Wednesday night on the 
pretext of being out of town. 
This arrangement works beau- 
tifully until his new secretary 
sends a young business asso- 
ciate and his wife to see him 
while he is "working" at the 
executive suite. When all four 
get together for a delightful 
evening, the audience is treated 
to the same. 

Unfortunately, in the Stage 
Door production, Peggy Boykin 
is badly miscast as the "kept" 
tax deductible woman. Although 
she keeps the {^ce moving well, 
she does not look the part and 
the costuming does not help. 
Her superficial performance is 
almost entirely wrapped up in 
sticking her lip out and batting 
her big brown eyes in an effort 
to pout. This in itself is not too 
hard to take until her too large 
and laughable reactions to some 
situations detract from the pro- 
duction. 

Phil Uhler turns in a nice 
performance as the tycoon, al- 
though his obvious "punching" 
of built-in laugh lines is to be 
questioned, especially in the 
playing of a word game in the 
second act. 

Carol Fox has some excellent 
moments as the tycoon's wife. 
Her facial expressions, added 
to her cultured voice, give real 
l>ody to a nice characterization 
of the stuffy wife. 

But the real joy in the evening 
is the role of the young business 
ex ecutive played by Andy 
Roberts. His is by far the most 
convincing characterization, 
and the warmth he gives the role 
is a joy to watch. 

The set seems only fair, be- 
ing n e-dimensional and look- 
ing not finished. The overall 
production we saw lacked pac- 
ing, which would appear to b*^ 
the fault of the director Jon 
Dawson. Although he has put to- 
gether an unusual and different 
interpretation of the play, the 
broadness and overplay is to be 
^estioned. 

The Stage Door, regardless 
of minor shortcomings in this, 
its first production, promises 
to be a welcome addition to the 
Tidewater theatrical scene.

Kathy Wright is a girl who 
right now couldn't do without a 
dictionary. 

She is spending three mcmths 
in Lima, Peru, and wrote tottie 
VIRGINIA BEACH SUN to give 
readers her impressions of life 
as an exchuge student in South 
America. 

"In my 'family' here, there 
are two boys aiKl one g^rl be- 
sides my 'parents'. The mother 
speaks no English at all, the 
father very little a^d kids speak 
almost enough to carry on a 
conversati(«, but not quite," 
Kathy wrote of her hosts, the 
Macchiavello family. 

"I carry a dictionary every- 
where with me, even at home. 
We speak a confused version of 
mixed Spanish and English. 
You'd be surprised ii how fast 
you can learn things whra you 
have to know them." 

Katfay's regular parents are 
Mr. and Mrs. Peter W. Wright 
of Overholt Drive in greater 
Virginia Beach. She is a rising 
senior at Princess Anne High, 
and two of her classmates, Lem 
Marshall and Bob Woolridge, 



also arrived in South America 
in late June for three-month 



When Kathy arrived in Lima 
by plane, she said she was 
somewhat air sick, "but 1 got 
over that pretty quickly, and 
now I really like it here," she 
wrote. 

She said she considers her 
first two weeks in Lima "an 
adjustment period." 

"It's really hard to switch 
from a sandwich to a full-course 
meal," she wrote, after ex- 
plaining about hot milk "which 
I have never had before and is 
really not bad," fresh orange 
Juice and bread for ^reakfast; 
salad, soup, meat, and usually 
rice for lunch; tea, coffee, and 
bread at "tea,"^ and a "large 
supper". 

Kat!^ learned there are two 
St. George schools in Lima 
because she first went to one 
and found out it was the wrong 
one. But tiie director of the 
"wrong San Jorge" wanted to 
admit her "l)ecause of her love 
for Kennedy," the late president. 

"Rigtt now In Lima, It is 
winter," Kathy wrote. "The sun 



very seldom shines, mayl)e one 
day in a wedc. It is usually 
very overcast, but it doesn't 
rain. If there Is precipitation 
it is a kind of misty stuff that 
engulfs you. 

"In this way, it rains but it 
doesn't rain. Tlie only thing you 
could compare it to would be a 
very bad fog, without the vision 
factor. It's strange!" 

An 18-year-old girl In the 
Machiavello family has a 21- 
year-old boy friend, whom 
Kathy identified only as Pepe. 
"He goes to the university here,' 
Kathy wrote. "This January he 
is going to the United States to 
visit some schools. He's study- 
ing to become an engineer." 

"This is a wonderful place 
with wonderful people. All the 
cousins and aunts and friends 
want to introduce you to all 
the English-speaking people 
they can find. 

"The bluest problem is 
homesickness, of course .... 
I still count the days until I'll 
be on the plane back home. But 
I'm having a great time and I 
know when it's over, I'll be glad 
I came here."

Virginia Beach ranked eighth 
among major Virginia cities in 
the number of persons com- 
mitted to the state prison sys- 
tem for felony offenses during 
the fiscal year which ended 
June 30, 1966.

'Hostage'? 

Ev«^ are moving swiftly In the world to(tay, and recent 
reports from Hong Kong, where East meets West and NBrth 
meets Srath, told of a Communist Chinese attack on a police 
sWlon.

who became artangled in rioting, adding a sex angle to the Hcmg 
Kong hS4>penlngs. 

For ttls VIRGINIA BEACH SUN report, here are excerpts 
from a July 1966 story on Hong Kong in United States Naval 
Institute Proceedings.

"In considering the political situation of Hong Kong today, it 
is Important to note tiat both the island prc^ior and KowloSn 
were ceded outright to Great Britain and are tims inalierably 
bers. Uitfortunately— for reasons not whoHy cKiir— irtien the 
time came for ttie third, final, and largest accession (A territory, 
inI898.itwasarrlvedatbya99-yearlease(e)q>iringinl997). . , . 

Not a 'pinprick' 

"In the residuum of the British Empire, Hong Kong is anything 
tot a {dnprlck. By population (3,739,000 in 1964) it is now Britain's 
largest colony (also larger than some 30 U.S. states) and grow- 
ing every day. Because of the tides of Chinese procreation and 
immigration— refugees still make the try and many succeed— 
HongKtog has to start a new school every four days. . . . 

"Hong Kong's scarcest resources are land, food, and mter. 
Even so, 90,000 inhabitants work at farming and fishing, and— 
another surprise to noany— 10,000 are miners. Hong Kong has 
mineral resources and, in fact, produces iron ore ^ the rate 
of 8S0 tons a day. 

Food & water problem 

"But food and water remain die colony's tou^iest problems. 
Desi^te intensive cultivation, 52 per cent of Hong Kong's food 
is imported from China and, more critical In military terms, 
so is much of its i^er. In a prc^lem not imlike ttiat vrtiicb 
bced Guantanamo tor many years, Hong Kong deprads (n the 
Communists for IS bilUon gallons of pipeline water a year, 
plus occasional emergency tanker runs to Pearl River, to 
augment ttie colony's reservoir capacity. 

Chinese Hop importers' 

"China has some irterest in retaining Hong Kong ingtatoi 
qoo. H(ng Kong is still an important entrepot, China's most 
importaitf eotrqwt, to the West. Despite American economic 
varCare measures, large quaitfities of Communist Ctdnese 
mamifKtitres do reach Western markets via Hoog Kong, ud 
needed foreign exchange flows ttie other way. In return for 
fisheries rights, tiie Chinese require that each Hoi« K(»g fill- 
ing boat unload a portion of its catch in Chinese hands. Ottier 
than food, 22 per cent of Hong Kong's imports come from main- 
tend China; this makes the Chinese ttie top importas Uito 
Hong Kong. By selling water and food, ttie CUnese gain f f»- 
ttmiing supply of sterling (just as Castro made money tsm 
Guantanamo until the valves were turned tit), and they t&ei^ 
have a lever which can be applied not only to Hong Kong QMOfl- 
cally but to Great Britain in other matters. In a real seme, 
Hong Kong, one of Brltdn's few remaining profitable colcmlcs 
is therdore a hostage to Communist China."

Accident Theory Disputed 

The idea that a small group of "dangerous drivers" cause 
the majority of traffic accidents is debunked in a recent study 
made by tl:)e U.S. Bureau of Public Roads. 

The best analysis show that most traffic accidents happen to 
normal people driving in a normal way on normal roads In all 
makes and kinds of cars. It is not the drunk nor the youth who 
account for the major portionof all accidents although as a group 
these individuals may be Involved in proportionately more 
accidents than other groups. 

The Government report included, "It Is clear that If acci- 
dents are to be reduced radically, all drivers rather than a 
selected group of "dangeroirt drivers" must be helped . . . Drivers 
are being asked to make Judgments they cannot make well; 
to make decisions faster tilan Is humanly possible and to make 
changes in speed and steering more aqcurately than they pos- 
sibly can. 

This means that the prevention of accidents requires addi- 
tions and modifications to the vehicle md die roadway to 
make driving nwre reildkle ond more effective." To this we 
say-"Amen."

I was twrn in Lawrence, 
Mass. When I was 7, my brother 
and I went with my mother to 
live in Belgium with my grand- 
parents. I was educated in a 
convent, in a very religious 
atmosphere, I studied music, 
graduating from a music aca- 
demy in Belgium. 

My mother was a barber and 
until the war broke out, every- 
thing went along in a normal 
way. 

No Time to Prepare 

People ask me if there was 
advance word of what was hap- 
pening, if there was time to 
prepare. I say no, because it 
happened so very, very fast. 
As a matter of fact, I was 
working at the time as a re- 
weaver. I was then 16 years 
of age. 

It was on a Friday. All at 
once word broke out that there 
was a war on. Oh, we had 
heard about Poland and Hungary 
and Czechoslavakia, but all of 
this was so far away from us. 
There were few radios. 

We were sent home from work 
very early that afternoon, and 
as we left, there was much 
confusion and commotion. Peo- 
ple were running here and there, 
not really knowing where to go. 

Belgium is such a small coun- 
try, it was taken In no time. 
We bad never seen any bomt>$ 
fall; this was one of the scary 
thinp: ttie bombs. To ttiis day, 
planes going overhead don't 
bottler me. When planes go far 
away, in a bunch, that sotmd 
is what bothers me because diat 
was the souikI of the planes. 
The men who were not in the 
service would wake us up vhai 
the sirens would go on; they 
would just bang on everybody's 
<kx>r to wake you up to g^ 
you to the shelter. 

Oa shelter was a place v4ere 
nitsf kept ttie beef preserved 
for tiw idnttf . 



It held about 30 pe<q)le . . . 
neigUwrs and ourselves. It was 
crowded and we were naturally 
very tense. A child crying, for 
instance, could aggravate the 
people so much because they 

were afraid that the planes 
would hear. This was the fright 
and the fear that the war 
brought. But we were fortunate 
to have it in our back yard . . . 
as it came in handy later on. 

Suddenly, a soldier came by 
on his motorcycle to tell us the 
Germans were not too far away. 
We fed him and he left. 

The First Attaclc 

The sight of war is horrible. 
People stood around in groups 
and groups and groups .... all 
In lines, with their children, 
their wheelbarrows, their 
horses and carte, confused and 
wanting to go away .... not 
really knowing where ... just 
taking a few of ttieir belongings 
and fleeing. 

Cta that Sunday afternoon, 
following the day we were re- 
leased from (Mir jobs, I was 
out on my bicycle and all at 
once the plan^ came . . . very 
low and just machine- 
gunned chlldrai, men, womoi, 
horses. After the siren was 
over, the pec^le couldn't rim 
anywtere. It was the most grue- 
some thing to see. Women were 
screaming, children were 
screaming, dogs were barking, 
animals were running loose, 
horses dead or half-dead and 
ttie people vtfe too stunned to 
do anyttlng irilXMit it. 

I went h(»ie, but it left quite 
a scar m me.

They'd fled their home because 
ttie Germans were coming in. 

About two in the morning we 
heard footsteps. We looked oA 
the window and the Germais 
were there patrolling the place.

The following day, we foiaid 
that a lot of English soldiers, 
French soldiers and Belgian 
soldiers had been captured . . 
by the thousand and thousand. 

The prisoners were put in 
various buildings. Renaix, 
though small, is very pretty, 
very clean. Everything is in 
walking distance. 

My home was surrounded by 
the church, the conv^t, an 
orphanage, the men's prison, 
and .a t^ilding that had be^ ttie 
Belgian Army Headquarters. 

As you entered the head- 
quarters, to the left was a small 
office, and in that ofUce ttiere 
were "Uvres", identifieatfoii 
books which, if you are in ttie 
Service, you'd better lave wltti 
you.

with two children. But the con- 
struction of it showed that it 
had been made by military 
men. 

We were question'-Ki over and 
over (this Is 1940); we were 
scared people, frightened 

All of this did something to 
roe. I'm an American; I was 
brought up to be Christian . . . 
to love everybody—and I thought 
ttiat I had to get away from 
here. We are humans, and we 
are apt to make mistakes but 
at this time I felt that I had 
to protect my mother . . . that 
there was something I had to 
do. 1 couldn't go on the way 
we were going on. We were 
hui^y. All of our animals were 
killed. We had a pig, rabbits, 

chickens— all were killed be- 
cause tiK Germans didn't want 
anything like that running 
around.e specially pidgeons. 
And If we didn't kill them other 
people would have kuled them 
because everybody else was 
starving. 

As Ume went on, things grew 
worse ani worse. 

Finally I managed to get hold 
of one of the few rziios In the 
town, and ttough we were in- 
structed not to listen to the 
BBC broadcasts (British), or 
we would be arrested, I did it 
anyway. I took little notes down. 
The BBC radio sent mt-s-sages 
which they said if you ;;ould 



pxss on to the men, It would 
encourage them and keep up 
their morale. I tmk these little 
notes and passed them to the 
English and French soldiers to 
cheer them up. 

I felt that my imcle was 
working for theundergromdbut 
though 1 was the oldest of the 
children, my uocte'l^rald not 
tell me Wat be was doii%; 
he knew my character better 
than I did, so he didn't say 
anything. 

But one day this man came 
to the house to get shaved and 
I asked him If he knew bow 
1 could get intone underground, 
that I wanted to be a Partisan. 

My Pint Meetbtg 

He sent meover to tbe French 
section of Belgium where I 
met two boys that I knew had 
to be working wltti the under- 
ground for the simple reason 
that you just didn't meet too 
many young fellows then. Most 
were either working in Germany 
or taken, so 1 ai^roached them 
and we talked. "They arraiH^ed 
a meetiDg and I was introduced 
to one of the leade». 



It was a very abrupt meeting. 
Teleiflslon, movies, books could 
never describe, really, how the 
underground worker operates. 
I see sometimes these plays cm 
television and they're so glam- 
orized. You don't meet in ela- 
borate viA beautiful places, you 
have to me^ In fields, woods 
or wherever you have the 
'-'dEuice. You' are introduced to 
two more, then there are three 
people that you are introduced 
to and you are getting an under- 
ground name. 

From then on you don't men- 
tion your own name to anyone. 
No one knows your real name. 
Y(Hi are given, first of all, a 
test to see In which field you 
are best qualified. They Instruct 
you as to bow to conduct your- 
self in case you are arrested, 
what you should say. You stick 
to what you have been taught 
to say; you continuously say it 
and say It and say it and it 
sticks in your mind so you can 
say It so truthfully. 

I received the name first of 
all of Klki and for each of the 
underground services I worked 
for they thought that I shmld 
have a different name. So I 



was called Kiki, I was called 
Germuine, I was called Carrot, 
Nellie and Cabbage. The names 
came in handy. 

So I had my first assignment. 
I was a messenger. 1 would 
take the information from the 
radio, I would take my notes, 
then 1 would be assigned to 
a house where 4 ' imuW ' gtO'^ 
I would have a typewjrtteryiid 
I ..wnjld take these notes and 
make a newspaper. I became 
the writer of two little under- 
groutxl newspapers.

It all began back in the 
spring of 1956 when the Vir- 
ginia Beach Art Association, 
a courageous band of volun- 
teer workers, launched a 
small art show on the board- 
walk during the Golden An- 
niversary Cel^ration for 
what was then Virginia 
Beach. 

They called it an "Art 
Mart", and it was open to 
all artists over 18 years 
old and using any media. 



The Association charged a 
small entrance fee of 50 
cents and sent invitations to 
about 800 artists from Maine 
to Florida. 

A $25 Start 
That year, the Association 
offered a modest prize of 
$25 for Best in Shq^— a 
sharp contrast to the $1,000 
award in recent years. 

Winners were chosen that 
first year by Judges Winifred 
Baker Gillette, Leon Wootoi 
and Phil Hornthal. A $15 
prize was offered for the 
Most Popular work, chos«i 
by the spectators. To the 
surprise ol many, 104 artists 
entered 1275 works of ari, 
and sales totaled about 
$2,783. Most of the exhibitors 
were local artists more in- 
terested in showing their 
work than in the awards and 
sales. 



The Art Association 
bravely billed the 1956 show 
as its "First Annual". 



Cynics had scoffed and 
said the idea would never 
work— but the show was a 
hit. 

The public loved it, and 
when the 2nd Annual Board- 
walk Art Show was announced 
the producers were sur- 
prised to find suKnrt In 
unimaginable places. 

Happy Browunr 

Merchants, hotel oigters, 
and restaurateurs werera- 
thuslastic. Blany people, who 
would never ttilnk of going 
to see a formal art show, 
browsed happily alcHig the 
boardwalk, looking, »imir- 
ing, criticlziDg— and buying. 

The 1957 Boardwalk Art 
Sum showed how fur the 
Uttle candle kimfied bjr ilte 
Art AssodatioD had s^«ad 
its beam. 

Veterans from the pre- 
vious show returned iloag 
with many newcomers. The 
cash prizes totaled $150, and 
the entraiKe fee rose to $1. 
A 10% commission on all 
sales was charged. Hie 1957 
prize of Best in Show went 
to Loen Wooten for an oil, 
"Parking Lot", and for the 
second year, VED won the 
popularity prize. All told, 
there were 149 artists en- 
tered, 1,620 objects d'art 
displayed, and a sales total 
of $2,715.50.

The show had grown In 
popularity by Its seveiUh 
season, and a large amount 
of expense and labor promp- 
ted theCltyofVirginiaBeach 
to CMrtribute both financial 
and maiq»wer aid.

^n estimated 50,000 people 
viewed the works of 200 
arti^ from 11 states and 
Caiada.

This Sun Report offers readers a glimpse at the probleii|^'4 
bci^ Virginia Beach and neighboring communities on law* 
enforcement and one proposal to solve them. Here are excerj^ J 
from a report presented to the Hampton Roads Committal 
on Af eawlde Cooperation by a subcommittee, headed by May^ I 
Aim H. Kllgore of Hampton, on July 12: ! 

"In the siting of 1966, the Areawide Cooperation Comrolttet I 
moved to syRxiint a sub-committee to study the feasibility » | 
establisbing a Tidewater Police Academy. ... • . 

"Tbe committee has met several times during this year, 
am in addltbrn to these meetings, we have met in consultaUM 
with ttcidty members from Old Dominion College, and wttti 
Mr. Charles Coslck and Mr. Henry Drummoml of tte F. B. L to 
Norlblk. f 

"Old Dominion College was asked by the committee to make < 
a proposal for the academy. After the submission of this pro- 
posal, we held two meetings with the City Managers and Police^ 
Chlrfs Skoi all members of the Areawide group. The majority 
of them ^viroved the plans as submitted. 

"As proposed by Old Dominion College, the Tidewater 
Police Academy wuld be a part of the Community College ot 
Old Dominion and administered under Dean Kovener and Mr. 
Spector. It would be divided into three categories: 

The Cadet A cademy 

"This academy would enroll boys upon graduation from high 
.< school, and offer training and courses leading to the Associate 
•: of A^ degree in la* enforcement. Further recommendations 

'. ' 6)r tWs academy are awaiting a study by Mr. ^ctor, who has 
.received a grant to visit police academies across the United 

M^es in order to make a broader recommendation to us. 

The Recruit A cademy 

litis academy is intended foremen 21 years of age or oldtr 
Who are new recruits to local departments. At the prescat 
time, each Police Division offers a complete recruit course 
which otlm, because of a limited number of new men, cannot 
be held for many months after a man enters employment. 
These recruits will be sent to old Dominion Collie for a 
recruit course following a curriculum prepared by the college, 
which we are enclosing. This, as you can see, is a proposed 
curriculum and may be revised as the localities so desire. 
At our last meeting, all localities accepted this curriculun 
as satisfactory, except for the City of Portsmouth (which did 
not have its regular member present), and the City of Newport 
News (with its Police Chief stating that he would need more 
time to study before he could acc^t it). 

"The committee and Old Dominion College would like very 
much to see the recruit classes start in the fall of 1967 and to 
be offered approximately every eight (8) weeks. The cost per 
man would be aK)roximately $100.00, and we believe that we 
can get some aid from the State in the next session of the Genwal 
Assembly to aid in this instructional cost. 

In-Service Training Schools 

"These classes can be offered by the college iqx>n request of 
the localities aiKl can be developed following their suggesticMis. 

"We have found that almost wittout exception. Police Cbiete, 
Deputy Chiefs, Training Officers and City Managers feel 
the academy is a necessity in Tidewater if we are to mail 
and improve our law aiforcement agencies of local govemm< 
In the President's Crime Commission Report, hl^er educal 
is Messed consistently to improve the Police Officer's Image 
himself and to gain greater respect from the public. 

"We believe that the Recruit Academy Is the place to , 

In Septenrtwr of 1967 and, hopefully, to est^lish the Cadet 
Academy for the fall of 1968. We are reasonably sure (rf bei^ 
able to ot^aln Federal and State aid for this cause. Since we 
are making a beginning locally, we should be in ffmd standing 
for financial assistance. 

"It is suggested that an AdvlsoryCommltteeforthe Tidewater 
Police Academy be aK»lnted with representatives from each (tf 
the participating subdivisions to serve, and that this committea 
be named as soon as localities aH>rove the plan.

Telephones in Virginia Beach 
are divided between First 
Colony and the Chesapeake & 
Potomac Telephone Co. of Vir- 
ginia. First Colony serves 
Sandbridge, Pungo, Knotts 
Island, Princess Anne Court 
House, Dam Neck, and the 
southern part of Princess Anne 
Plaza. 

"In fact, the dividing line 
runs right through one of the 
apartment buildings in Princess 
Anne Plaza," remarked Bob 
Turner, manager of First 
Colony. "'We literally flipped 
a coin with C & P to decide 
who would serve it," He said 
division lines were set Iongbe> 
fore the Plaza area was de- 
veloped. 

Dial equipment for the offlce 
is being brought here from 
Norther^ Electric In Canada. 
The system is called Number 
5 Crossbar, Turner said, and 
will be the first installed In an 
independent telephone company 
in the United States. First 
Colony will be the first phone 
system in this ojuntry with all 
touch tone and single-party 
plwnes, acTOrding to Turner. 
Presently, First Colony cus- 
tomers have four-party lines 
and conventional telephones. 

The iMiilding is constructed to 
house equipment for 14,000 pri- 
vate telephone lines without 
adding to it, according to Steve 
Halverson, project manager.

i<M ^^tAtrv. 
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Mary Sigilio, an American who as a 
very young child was taken to her mother's 
native Belgium to live, is now a resident 
of Virginia Beach .... a resident who 
survived war-torn Europe, Its concentra- 
tion camps, its horrors. Not only did she 
survive it, she participated in it as an 
active member of the Belgian Resistance. 

The second chapter of Mary's story, 
untold here until now, appears today. In 
her own words, Mary tells it as she 
remembers it. 



******************** 
SIgillo is her maiden name and the name 
that is carried on all her official war- 
related documents. To protect her, the 
xStory will appear under that name until 
the series is completed. 

Last week, Mary told of the period 
immediately following the German In- 
vasion* of Belgium and of the events that 
led to her decision to join the underground 
movement. As a member of the under- 
ground, she was responsible for an under- 
ground newspaper which she prepared and 
distributed. 
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A page from Mary's scrapbook shows pictures of underground 
workers. All were executed. Snapshot at lower left is of Arthur, 
Center snapshot, lower row, is of Jean Van Der Abbelle to whom 
Mary referred in her story. 
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These newspapers would be 
run off on a mimeograph ma- 
chine, and we would distribute 
them. We would go out on a 
train and as we saw clear we 
would just throw out these 
newspapers. Planes would 
come over and throw down a 
lot of papers, too, and from 
these papers, we would copy 
what was on them and put it in 
our newspaper. Everybody got 
a newspaper which they didn't 
hold but passed on. 

I also got into the Red Cross, 
so I could have access to med- 
ications and bandages which we 
used for our wounded people. 
We stole to live. 

I also was assigned to go to 
any city by bicycle where one 
of our underground workers 
may have been arrested. I would 
go to their place to pick up any 
ammunition they may have been 
hiding. I would bring it back to 
hide in our home until I had 
made a contact to distribute 
this ammunition to where it 
belonged. 

Such was the case when we 
went to a small city one time. 
I was with one ot my co-workers 
and as we came down this hill 
on our bicycles, we saw the 
road was barricaded. My friend 
had a gun on him and I said 
give me the gun because if you 
are caught with that gun on you 
it means death. 



So my friend gave me the gun 
and I put it in the front lea- 
ther pocket of my bike. As we 
approached the German barri- 
cade, I flirted with the Ger- 
mans. They were quite respon- 
sive to my flirtations and I 
passed the barricade. 

The second time it happened, 
we had received word ttat one 
of our leaders had been ar- 
rested. He must have said that 
someone in our home was work- 
ing in the underground because 
the morning after he was ar- 
rested, I went on the train to 
his home and to the backyard 
where the ammunition was hid- 
den. I took the ammunition and 
put it in my briefcase, came 
back on the train and put my 
briefcase with the other stu- 
dents' cases. When the Ger- 
mans came around on the train 
I flirted with them and there- 
fore my briefcase was not ex- 
amined. 

By now I had met Arthur, 
but we only saw one another 
about once a month because the 
underground leaders were very 
much against the young people 
having any contact. They were 
very, very strict on this point. 

But we were two young peo- 
ple and we fell in love. It was 
a love of patriots that we could 
share. He was a Christian if 
ever there was one and we 
had a lot in common. He had 



been an altar boy and had been 
brought up in abeautiful Christ- 
ian home. He loved everybody. 

One Saturday night I had 
worked on the newspaper, 
brought all my papers home 
about 9:00, and for some rea- 
son or another, I said to my 
mother, Mom, I've got to take 
these newspapers out of here. 

I still had the box of amm- 
unition that 1 had brought 
home. I had it in my brief- 
case, so I took it from my 
briefcase and I put it in a 
box and put the Iwx in our 
shed. 

I left the house and came 
back about 1:00 a.m., went to 
bed but soon woke up. I looked 
out of the back window and the 
Germ.*ins were all over. They 
were all over our back yard, 
all over the front yard. They 
came in, pushed me against 
a wall ami went upstairs, went 
here, went there, their bay- 
onettes on their guns. They 
questioned my mother mostly 
about this fellow they had ar- 
rested from the underground. 
We all declined to know. They 
told me that if you knew him 
you would just suffer the same 
results so we didn't know him. 

They went through all our pa- 
pers. When the United States 
went to war, we, as Americans, 
had to present ourselv^ to 
Gestapo headquarters every 



day at 10 in the morning and at 
5 in the afternoon so that they 
could keep a real close track as 
to what we were doing. 

They took my passport that 
Sunday and they also went 
through the letters that I had 
from Arthur. I said to the sold- 
iers, what were you sent here 
for? To read love letters? That 
was my first experience with a 
slap across my face. 

They also arrested my uncle 
that day. They took him away 
around 8:30 in the morning, af- 
ter they'd been at the house 
around four hours. Most of this 
time they'd been questioning my 
mother and uncle in the bed- 
room upstairs, mostly about 
underground workers. They 
were sure that someone in our 
home was working with the un- 
derground. 

I went to Mass that morning 
then headed for the mayor's 
office. I pretended that I want- 
ed to try to find out where they 
were taJcing my uncle, but of 
course, I wanted to attempt to 
contact my underground agent. 

He told me to leave. He felt 
that the Gestapo was after me 
and since they'd already pick- 
ed up one person, I should pro- 
tect myself by leaving. 

I went home. I knew much was 
at stake. I didn't know if my un- 
cle would be released, I didn't 
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know what was going to hs^en 
to me. Was I rlghtlnleavii^my 
mother? I had to make quite a 
decision. ^ 

So I went downstairs and I 
said to my mother "Mom I'm 
going to have to leave. There is 
no question of it. 

I thought my mother would 
rather see me leave tbanbe 
captured by the Germans. Would 
she go along with me? She seitf 
me to talk to my grandmother 
who was also my godmother. My 
grandmother said she knew, too, 
that I must go. I left my home, 
taking just one change of clothes 
with me. 

1 went to my place of destin- 
ation. All of us were assigned a 
place of destination. . . .a ware- 
house, a store, a cafe. . . .almost 
any place of business. 

any place of business. My place 
of destination was a store. It 
was about 1 p.m. 1 hadn't slqA 
since having been awakened the 
night t>efore. 

At 3, word reached me that I 
was to go by myself to a bouse 
in a section I had never been 
before. 

In the French section of Bel- 
gium, they all speak withanac- 
cent and the Flemish speak with 
an accent. It is through these 
different dialects that you know

where people are from. There- 
fore, I established a dialect of 
my own, so people would not 
know where I came from. 

From this place I was taken 
to a small town nearby where I 
lived and worked with Jean Pod 
his wife (Jean was later arrest- 
ed and executed.). I continued 
working on the newspaper; 
Jean's wife worked with me. 

The paper was a great morale 
booster. A lot of the underground 
workers were really down and 
out at that time. It was atwrri- 
ble time. People werestarvii^. 
For money, people would do 
anything. The Gestapo would pay 
anything. The Gestapo would 
pay money.. .any amount. ..for 
any kind of information of un- 
derground activities or of Jews. 
■ You could never be certain to 
whom you were talking, we 1^ 
to be very, very careful. It is 
not only your own life you take 
in your hands if you talk to the 
wrong person, but al^ the lives 
of the people who were good 
enough to hide you. 

I stayed with Jean's wife and

transferred to Antwerp. 

There I stayed with people 
who had cut out a place in the 
wall of a second floor bedroom 
where my typewriter was 
hidden. You must remember it 
was hard, being away from 
home. You cam't talk to anybody 
. . . you can't even go to con- 
fesi<m because you just don't 
know- 

Desperate for someoneto 
talk to, one day I went to aeon- 
vent. I asked Mother Superior 
if I can talk to her. All I want- 
ed to do was to hear some kind 
words. 

Meanwhile, I discovered that 
they day after I left home, Mon- 
day, (he Germans were there. 
They came for me. My mother 
was beaten, left lying upstairs 
on the floor. She could hear her 
son, my brother, being beaten 
downstairs. 

At about this time, we were 
starting to hear about the tor- 
ture camps. ..we heard more 
and more about how badly 
people were treated there. 

I still saw Arthur about once 
a month. He was really working 
veryhardinsiU>otage....in the 
French section of Belgium, 
m(»tly. Among our duties was 
to get information on un- 
dcreround train tunnels..... 
their depth, dimensions, etc. . , 
information we would pass on to 
England and to the RAF so they 
would know exactly where to 
drop the bombs. And we watch- 
ed constantly for shot down 
planes. We would wait until we 
were sure we could go to the 



place where the parachute fell 
and drag the pilot to safety. 

and drag the pilot to safety. We 
would hide him, feed him, hope 
to save him. . 

Being young, doing what we 
were doing, what you believe, 
you don't fear danger. You are 
young and you want to help. If 
there is a human being you want 
to help. 

You don't stay too long in one 
place, ever. Soon, I left this 
house aiHJ was paid money to 
rent a room. It was a little 
cubbyhole on a third floor. I 
stayed there, leaving the room 
just to meet my contact. 

One time I didn't meet my 
contact. I was to meet him at a 
church but when I got there no 
one was there. I waited for about 
five minutes then I went into the 
church but no one was there. I 
was at a loss. I didn't know 
where to go, I didn't know what 
to do. I had no money. Finallv I 
went to the priest's Iwus and I ; 
slept there. 1 told him that I was 
not running from authorities. 
He asked me some questions but 
I didn't want to answer. He un- 
derstood. 

The following day I decide-' 
to go to the railroad station and 
it was like a miracle happened. 
I had lost my contact but I spot- 
ted someone I knew waiting for 
the train. I could have kissed 
him. I told him I'd lost my con- 
tack that I was to meet the night 
before and he said that the con- 
tact had been arrested. He gave- 
me money and 1 got on the train 
and went to Brussels. 



I stayed and worked in Brus- 
sels. 1 saw Arthur one time. We 
went to a movie. You couldn't 
go many places because you 
never knew when the Gestapo 
would walk in and haul out all the 
young people and send them to 
Germany. That was done so 
very much. Wherever you went, 
you had to come off the streets 
during the day because you nev- 
er knew when you would be stop- 
ped and asked for your passport. 

Again I was moved, this time 
to live in the home of a lady who 
was an opera singer. A Jewish 
boy was assiped to her, also. 
He posed as an accountant and 
as an artist. He did tremendous 
painings, so he would sit at the 
window, painting, but all the 
time he is making a picture of 
the \xick of the prison. 

I jwas transferred again and 
again because, I was told, I was 
being watched too closely. I was 
sent to Leuze, which is in 
France, where I joined the FFI 
(Free French Independants) and 
moved liack and forth from Bel- 
gium to France. 

Then one of our underground 
workers shot and Killed a Ger- 
man soldier.

The group had been assigned 
to derail a railroad train. . . .to 
prevent the train from moving 
from one destination to another. 

The way they would work it was 
they would watch closely and 
know at what time the German 
patrol would be walking back and 
forth. They, the Germans, had a 
certain distance to walk, a cer- 
tain point where they would pass 
each other. But this time, our 
timing was off, because while 
they were derailing the train, 
the Germans noticed them and 
shot one of the underground men. 
The underground, in turn, shot 
one of the Germans. 

The underground men all 
scattered and didn't know until 
they came to their placeof ren- 
dezvous later tbai Geoa wa&tbs 
boy who had been shot because 
he was not at the meeting. With 
this we knew that we had to get 
instructions which we got from 
Arthur's chief. His name was 
Frederick. 

It was then close to two years 
in underground service and get- 
ting a little bit hot. We felt that 
maybe it would be best if we 
could get ourselves further into 



France and to Portugal, eventu- 
ally to try to get to England. 

The FFI had worked fast. We 
went to Paris, received assign- 
ments and false passports. The 
FFI felt that we should definit- 
ely try to get to Portugal and 
they cooperated with us but of 
course, it takes time to get all 
of this straightened out. 

We returned from Paris. 
This trip had taken us about two 
days. We were staying at Arth- 
ur's grandfather's house. 

On Friday morning, July 9, 
1943, around 4 a.m. I could hear 
all of this commotion. I went to 
to the w i n d w. . . .1 was down-i 
stairs. ...and I saw trucks fill- 
ed with Gestapo. To reach Arth- 
ur upstairs, 1 tad to go through 
his grandfather's room. I went 
over to him and I said to him, 
Papa, the Germans are here.

H atchett favors 
single assessor 

for land taxes 



City Manager W. Russell Ha- 
tchett has Indicated he favors 
a "ftilltlme assessor" to keep 
the city's real estate tax asses- 
ments on a more current basis. 

City Council on Monday auth- 
orized Hatchett to arrange for 
either- the state or someone in 
the city to reassess land and 
improvements for the first time 
in roughly four years. He said 
state law requires the city to 
reassess every four years. 

After the meeting, the city 
manager told a VIRGINIA 
BEACH SUN reporter that a 
fUUtime assessor has not been 
hired up to now because "it's 
just one of those thinss." 
Assessing has been done per- 
iodically by the Revenue Co- 
mmissioner's office and a 
Board of Assessors, he said. 

"That Isn't the proper way to 
do it," said Hatchett. "We need 
a fUIltime assessor." 

Hatchett said he would con- 
tact the state first, but that 
state assessors are "pretty 
much in demam! right now." 

The State Department of Tax- 



ation reassessed all property 
in what is now Virginia Beach 
fi-ora 1960 into 1962. The new 
assessed valu«l were used for 
the first time for tax purposes 
In 1964. 

A reassessment, when used 
for tax purposes, can increase, 
decrease or leave u nchanged 



The real esiale taxes on in- 
dividual properties.

Virginia Beach resident Mary Sigiiio 
tells today of arrest and imprisonment 
for her activities as a member of the 
underground movement which flourished 
throughout Europe during World War II. 

She and her fiance, Arthur Libre, were 
arrested in the home of Libre's grand- 
father as they were attempting to escape 
to Portugal and to England. They'd been 



active for almost two years, knew that 
their luck was fast running out. A German 
on guard duty as a railroad station in 
France had been shot. Arthur Libre was 
among the handful of saboteurs attempting 
to derail a train when the killing occurred.

Now Arthur's whole family 
was patriotic. His grandfather 
was not really involved with the 
Resistance, but he was a person 
who would help us and he had. 
But no one knew we were under- 
ground workers, so he said. 
What are they coming for? I 
said. Papa, they're coming most 
likely for us, and I'm sorry. 

By then, it was bang, bang, 
bang all over the place. 

I rushed upstairs to Arthur 
... .his grandfather went to the 
door. 

As I was coming back down 
the stairs, a German officer 
steooed towards me. pointing 
his gun in my direction. In 
plain English he asked, Where 
is Arthur Libre? 

Acting surprised, I said 
I never heard of him. 

What is your name, asked 
the German. I replied, Ger maine 
Lefevre. Out of his pocket he 
took an envelope; he showed 
me a picture of Arthur and 
myself. So, he said, your name 
is Germaine? What became of 



Mary Sigillo? Before 1 could 
answer I was hit in the face 
by one of the soldiers. I bit 
on my lip. What could I do 
against 24 soldiers? 

Meanwhile, Arthur had gone 
to the roof of the house but 
there was no way to escape 
for the whole house was encir- 
cled by Germans with machine 
guns. He was obligated to give 
himself up. 

With the gun still pointing at 
my chest the German officer 
said, Well, Mary, you might as 
well know you and your fiance 
are wanted by the Gest^jo in 
Belgium. I asked him why. You 
soon find out was his reply . . . 
and I did. I knew that it was 
the beginning of the end. 

Arthur was brought down the 
stairs and was slapped a few 
times across the face. Grand- 
father was thrown on the floor, 
where he stayed, lying face 
down. Without any time to get 
any of our clothes, we had to 
go. 1 asked if I could take a 
jacket and he let me go to the 
closet. I had intended taking 



Arthur's gun which was hidden 
In the closet, but the German, 
no doubt sensing my Intentions, 
stood behind me watching every 
move I was making. 

Soon we were In the Gestapo's 
car, driving away from people 
who were standing and watching, 
saying nothing, but the ejq)res- 
sion on their faces was 
COURAGE. 

We got to the city hall of 
Dourges and there \yas a French 
Comralsaire. At our sight he 
said, Oh, ja, I know them. I 
have seen these two around. 
If I knew they were wanted, 
I would have saved you all that 
trouble. (He didn't last long 
after that for we found out later 
he was a traitor.) 

After about two hours there, 
the officer In charge came in 
aikl went over to Arthur and 
said, Well, fellow, take a good 
look around, for this Is the 
last time you will ever see 
this country again. Where is 
your gun?
